The Coal Strike and Traffic. 


While a ¢oal strike at this time would 
mean a considerable loss In business to 
the railroads in the anthracite district, 
it would not, in the opinion of the rail- 
road community, interfere with the 
movement of other traffic. The reason, 
obviously, Is that the railroads will have 
on hand on September 1 one of the 
largest coal reserves in their history 
The reports to the American Railway 
Association show more than 11,500,090 
tons of coal on hand by railroads 
throughout the United States on August 


1. Besides this the railroads have more 


than 2,000,000 tons of coal in cars. 
These tonnages, with the rate of in- 
crease that is apparent during the month 
of August, should give the railroads of 
the United States a coal pile of close to 
18,000,000 tons on September 1, enough, 
it is pointed out, to handle traffic for 
many weeks to come.
